Addresses St. 
Mary's Graduates 


Bishop O’Connor Tells 
Goal Of Education At 
102nd Commencement 


Holy Cross, Ind.—“Bravely give 
your fellow men what you can of 
‘spiritual dynamism and warmth,” 
said George N.- Shuster, president 
of Hunter College, in addressing 
the 92 graduates of St. Mary’s 
College, Notre Dame, at the 102nd 
commencement of the college, at 
Holy Cross, Ind., on June 4. 


“The world requires hope, and 
laughter is the voice of hope,” the 
speaker pointed out. “We have 
long since been accustomed to 


jspeaking of hope not merely as 


expectancy but also as a virtue, 
which means a sort of flexing of 
the muscles of the soul. It has 
been described as a _ perpetual 
spring in the human breast. But I 
think that hope is in the final 
analysis a sort of belief that if 
the worst comes to the worst we 
shall, if we are masculine (and 
here perforce I retreat into a 
realm with which I am familiar), 
straighten our ties and grin at the 
demon of our undoing. It is this 
laughter which is the culmination 
of all glee because there is in it 
most freedom and the largest mas- 
tery. Surely we who are Christians 
should be known in our time pri- 
marily because we are bearers of 
hope. We are the children of God 
only as other men are, But we 
have not run away from home.” 


The Most Rev. William P. O’- 
Connor, D.D., Ph.D., Bishop of 
Madison, in his Baccalaureate ad- 
dress on June 3, said: 


“Much is spoken and written in 
our time about the ultimate object 
and highest ideal of education, but 


not confusion, in the minds of our 
secularistic educators concerning 
ultimates of any kind. For the 
Catholic educator, however, the 
goal has been determined and the 
ideal defined: it is the aim of edu- 
cation to cooperate with Divine 
Grace in forming the true and per- 
feet C , that is, to form 
Christ Himself in those regenerat- 
ed by Baptism.”

Goa, Portuguese India—(NC)— 
A vast project, in some ways simi- 
lar to Boys Town in the United 
States, is being launched here by 
the Salesian Fathers. 


The Fathers have secured a large 
area of land on which they pro- 
pose to build schools, chapels, 
boarding houses, and industrial and 
technical institutes to accommo- 
date 800 boarders and more than 
1,000 day students. The project 
also calls for an orphanage, a 
shelter for young workers, a cen- 
ter for musical training, an ora- 
tory and a national shrine in 
honor of Mary Help of Christians.

N. D. Graduates 
Urged To Be 
Moral Leaders 


Editor Says Catholics 
Should Produce Dailies; 
Degrees Conferred 


Notre Dame, Ind.—Men trained 
for moral and intellectual leader- 
ship is one of the vital needs of 
the world “in this crucial time 
when Christendom is confirmed 
by the enemy determined to de- 
stroy it,” John S. Burke, of New 
York City, declared June 5, as he 
delivered the principal address at 
the 104th Commencement exercises 
of the University of Notre Dame, 


Mr. Burke, who is president of 
the Altman and Company Depart- 
ment Store in New York City and 
a leading Catholic layman, was 
awarded an honorary doctorate of 
laws degree by Notre Dame at the 
exercises. Others who received 
honorary degrees at the ceremon- 
ies were the Rev. Paul Bussard, of 
St. Paul, Minn., editor of the’ 
Catholic Digest, who delivered .the 
Baccalaureate sermon in the mofm- 
ing, and George W. Strake prom- 
inent Houston, Tex., oil producer, 
noted Catholic laymen and mem- 
ber of the Associate Board of La 
Trustees at Notre Dame. Th 
Most Rev. John F. Noll, D.D., Bish- 
op of Fort Wayne, celebrated the 
Baccalaureate Mass. 


Mr. Burke, speaking on “The 
Quality of the Person,” told the 
new Notre Dame graduates that 
“men coming from centers of Cath- 
olic truth, trained for moral a 
intellectual leadership, will not be 
content to sit by the side of the 
road lamenting that ‘the time is 
out of joint.’ Rather will they move 
into action wherever their lot is 
cast ... and confident that ultimate 
human strength is in the soul of 
man, together with all who love 
and fear God, they will stand 
firm against t common enemy 
of mankind while his onsets shat- 
ter themselves against the arma, 
ment of Faith, Truth and Justice,” 
Mr. Burke declared. 


Father Bussard, in his Bacca- 
laureate Sermon, emphasized the 
need for Catholic daily newspapers 
in some of the larger cities in the 
United States. 

“Before the Communists con- 
quered China there were six Cath- 
olic daily newspapers published by 
a single person in Chinese,” Father

Must Keep Pace 
With Science 
Moral Education Needed 


To Use Wisely All 
Scientific Discoveries 


Muncie, Ind—In a Baccalaure- 
ate address at Ball State Teachers 
College, the Rev. Dr. John A, 
O’Brien, noted author, lecturer and 

rofessor at the University of 

otre Dame, declared that the 

‘closing of the gap between our 

scientific progress and our ethical 
backwardness is the supreme task 
facing the graduates of our col- 
leges and universities today. 


Speaking on the theme, “The 
| eallonge of a Changing World,” 
O’Brien portrayed the enor- 
mous advance of science since the 
turn of the century and contrasted 
. # with the snail-like progress made 
by society along moral, ethical 
‘gnd spiritual lines. The result is 
that modern science has placed in 
the hands of man weapons of such 
tremendous destructive power that 
he is in danger of using them to 
destroy the world rather than to 
improve it. 


Speaking before a vast audience 
of students and faculty, Dr. 
O'Brien declared that “the survival 
of our civilization hinges upon the 
outcome of the race between man’s 
ability to unleash on a wide scale 
the staggering power of the atom 
and his capacity to use it wisely: 
it is a race between man’s scienti- 
fle advance and his ethical and 
sp@itual progress; in short, it is 
a race between education and glo- 
bal disaster.” 

The Notre Dame professor de- 
elared that we must recognize the 
inadequacy of an education that 
sharpens the mind but leaves the 
character and the will untouched. 
Education must seek to develop

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Church Music Commission: Diocese of Fort Wayne 


The study of ecclesiastical docu- 
ments is a fruitful experience. 
Never is faith more bolstered than 
by these historical records test- 
ifying to the Church’s uniform 
doctrines and teachings through 
the centuries. Faced with these 
dogmatic proofs, the reasonable 
scholar bows in humble submission 
and respect to the tradition of the 
Catholic Church. Yet it is a fact 
often unnoticed that these docu- 
ments contain not only iy ec 
demonstrations, such as the Trinity 
or the Incarnation, but other re- 
lated subjects as well, such as 
Church Music. And truly it seems 
most unreasonable for one to ac- 


for one subject and to reject them 
for another. 


The official pronouncements on 
Church Music date back to 1324 to 
the Constitution of Pope John 
XXII. With increasing furor, we 
find the same principles expounded | 
by the Couricil of t, by Pope 
Alexsz.ider VII in 1657, and by Pope 
Innocent XII in 1692. On and on 
the documents pile up by later 
Popes and Cardinals, until finally 
we reach the modern classic on 
Church Music, the “Motu Proprio” 
of Pope Pius X, published on Nov- 
ember 22, 1903. 

All these documents agree that 
‘Church Music is an integral part 
of the liturgy, and reviewed in this 
‘light, it ceases to be a question of 
art or a matter of individual taste 
or judgment. The music that con- 
forms to the liturgical require- 
ments is acceptable; that which 
fails to conform to these require- 
ments is forbidden, regardless of 
lthe value of the music as music. 
More important than adding to the 
splendour of ecclesiastical] funct- 
ions, Church Music primarily 
should clothe with suitable melody 
the liturgical text, so that the 
faithful may be more easily moved 
to devotion and better disposed for 
the reception of grace. 

With this goal in mind the Popes, 
lespecially Pius X, have outlined 
‘certain principles and _  require- 
iments. Some of these are ae fol- 
| lows. 
| 1. Sacred music should possess 
ithe liturgical qualities of sanctity 
‘and goodness of form. It must be 
holy, and must, therefore, exclude 
all profanity not only in itself, but 
in the manner of execution. More- 
ever it must be universal and not 
nationalistic, so that ail nations 
will adopt it in their liturgical 
functions. 
| 2. These qualities are to be found, 
in the highest degree, in Gregorian 
Chant, which is consequently the 
Chant proper to the Roman Church, 
the only chant she has inherited 
from the ancient fathers. On these 
grounds Gregorian Chant has al- 
ways been regarded as the sup- 
reme model for sacred music, so 
that the more closely a composition 
for church approaches in its move- 
ment, inspiration, and savour the 
Gregorian form, the more sacred 
and liturgical it becomes; and the 
more out of harmony it is with 
that supreme model, the less 
worthy it is with that supreme 
model, the less worthy it jis of the 
temple. 

3. The above-mentioned qualities 
are also possessed in an excellent 
degree by Gaawe Polyphony, es- 
pecially of the Roman School, 
which reached its greatest perfect- 
ion in the works of Pierluigi da Pal- 
estrina. Modern composers, there- 
fore, who follow this school, such 
as Don Perosi and others, are 
highly regarded. 

4. Modern music, however, that 
follows the style of the theatre in 
rhythm and in theme is not suit- 
able for the church. | 

5. The language proper to the 
Roman Church is Latin. Henee it 
‘ts forbidden to sing anything 
_whatever in the vernacular in sol- 
emn liturgical functions, such as 
in the Mass. 

6. The liturgical text must be 
sung as it is in the books, without 
alternation or inversion of the 
words, without undue repetition, 
without breaking syllables, and al- 


cept these documents as proofs i. 


tirely excluded, But solo singing 
should never predominate; the solo 
phrase should have the character 
or hint of a melodic projection, and 
be strictly bound up with the rest 
of the choral composition. 


8. Since the choir of laymen is 
really taking the place of the 
ecclesiastical choir, it follows that 
singers in church have a real lit- 
urgical office, and that therefore 
women, being incapable of exercis- 
ing such office, cannot be admitted 
to form part of the choir. Like- 
wise, it will be fitting that singers 


while singing in church wear the| RB 


‘ecclesiastical habit and surplice. 


9. Although the music -proper 

the. Church is purely vocal, 
music of the organ is permitted as 
accompaniment. In some special 
cases instruments may be allowed, 
but only with the special permis- 
sion of the Ordinary. The sound 
of the organ as an accompaniment 
must participate in all the quali- 
ties proper to sacred music. 


10. it is not lawful to keep the | = 


priest at the altar waiting on ac- 
count of the music for a length 
of time not allowed by the liturgy. 
The “Gloria” and the “Credo,” ac- 
cording to Gregorian tradition, 
ought to be relatively short. 

11. In general it must be con- 
sidered a very grave abuse when 
the liturgy in ecclesiastical func- 
tions is made to appear secondary 
to and in a manner at the service 
of the music, for the music is mere- 
ly a part of the liturgy and its 
humble handmaid. 

These principles, expounded by 
our Holy Fathers, deserve our re- 
spect and practical attention. They 
serve a noble purpose, to preserve 
the traditional liturgy of the 
Church. The Catholic Church is 
quite conscious of its unique note 
of Catholicity; she wishes it to per- 
meate not only the dogmas of the 
creed, but even the Church Music 
that brings these truths to the ears 
of the faithful.

N 1949, a picture was taken of 
the Great Spiral Nebula or 
Star Galaxy which the California 
Institute of Technology scient- 
‘sts asserted was the finest pic- 
ture ever made. The Schmidt 
telescope used, located on Palo- 
mar Mountain, is 48. inches in 


diameter. 


The Great Spiral, according 
ty scientists, is 800,000 times six 
trillion miles distant and would 
take light, traveling at the rate 
of 186,000 miles a second 40,000 
years to span the distance. But 
the same scientists tell us that 
this Great Spiral is smaller than 
the Milky Way Galaxy in which 
the earth is located. Millions of 
stars, each larger than the sun 
which, itself, is 100,000 times 
larger than our earth, have been 
detected in the Milky Way, and 
it is likely that with a new tele- 
scope, measuring 200 inches. or 
16 2-3 feet in diameter, the sci- 
entists can peer into space mil- 
lions of miles further.

Catholics. It is concerned with 
the spirit they should have for 
their separated brethren through- 
out the world. Very simply, it is 
this: They who are Christ’s must 
be intolerant about Christ’s truths, 
but they must be charitable, lov- 
ing and sacrificial to those who 
share them not, and even to those 
who hate them, The Christian vis- 
ion of the Truth must never be sep- 
arated from the Christian love of 
the adversary. 


To cultivate this spirit of char- 
ity we offer five suggestions: (1) 
Learn to see that all religions in 
the world, all sects, all ethical sys- 
tems have a segment of the circle 
of Truth. Buddhism, Confucian- 
ism, Zorastrianism, for example, ex- 
press certain yearnings of the hu- 
man race toward the infinite; they 
stress at least a note on the key- 
board of Divine religion.

to the completion of the circle. We 


jshould not fry to prove that they

Witnesses are the suc- 
essors ‘f the International Bible 
Students, or “Russellites,” found- 
ed by Charles T. Russell, of — 
burgh, Pennsylvania, who later 
established himself and his print- 
ing plant in Brooklyn. 

The followers of Pastor Russell 
and later of Joseph F. Rutherford, 
his successor, and Homer Knorr, 
Rutherford’s successor, are filled 
with the fanatical zeal like the 
Communists. They are, we be- 
lieve, quite sincere people, but 
hardiy deserve the name Chris- 
tian. | 
This is the day when the Ame- 
rican people are attracted to pro- 
phetic cults rather than to the 
gider religions. The Catholic 
Church has never even attempted 
to give an authoritative interpre- 
tation to the entire prophetic writ- 
ings of Daniel in the Old Testa- 
ment, nor to Revelations (Apo: 
calypse) in the New, while today 
certain preachers are becoming 
rich by writing books dealing with 
prophecies, and by speaking on 
prophetical subjects over the 
radio. 

Mr, Russell, the founder of the 
Jehovah’s Witnesses, taught his 
followers that he was the seventh 
angel mentioned in Revelations, 
but how much of an angel he was 
is clear from the fact that a Court 
found him guilty of marital un- 
faithfulness, because of which his 
wife obtained a divorce. This inci- 
dent occurred not during his early 
life, but after he had held his posi- 
tion as head of the Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses for twenty-one years. 


Russell also figured in Court on 
s charge of swindling and de- 
frauding farmers, He was convict- 
ed and ordered to refund money to 
them. He died on a train while 
riding to Brooklyn from Los An- 
geles in 1916. 

Russell was a success in a 
worldly sense, as a business man, 
a3 an organizer, as a publisher of 
books and pamphlets. He was the 
organizer of the Watch Tower and 
Bible Society, of the Watchtower 
Bible and Tract Society, of the 
International Bible Students’ Asso- 
lation of the United Kingdom. 

Russell’s successor, Rutherford, 
assumed the title “Judge,” but he 
hever held such an office. 

Russell had predicted the end 
6f the world for 1914. When it did 
st happen he revised his calcula- 
ver and set the year as 1916, 

hat was the end of the world 
only, for him—the year in -which 
¢ died. Rutherford, imitated Rus- 
sell, predicting that the world 
Would come to an end in 1920. 
he prophecy failing he tried 1924 

again 1928, The failure of his 
prognostication brought diseredit 
im from everyone but his own 
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Jehovah’

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followers, whose emotions could not 
be disturbed by arguments. 


It was Rutherford who changed 
the name of Russell’s organization 
from “The International Bible 
Students” to “Jehovah’s Witness- 
es,” 


Rutherford, who died in January, 
1942, tried every means of spread- 
ing the teachings of his cult, and 
of denouncing Catholicism. He 
would talk over the radio to his 
followers assembled in public halls. 
He enlisted their services in the 
distribution of his own pamphlets 
and books, and supplied them with 
phonographs and recordings which 
they carried with them from house 
to house, offering to play a record 
denunciatory of all religions ex- 
cept his own, 


But what do the Russellites be- 
lieve? == 


The leaders have always dis- 
claimed any creed. In 1934 Ruther- 
ford attested before the Radio 
Broadcasting Commission: “We 
have no formal creed such as for- 
mulated and promulgated by other 
organizations. .- We believe the 
Bible and that is our creed.” Of 
course, they really refer to only a 
certain portion of the Bible, whose 
interpretations are accepted as in- 
fallible utterances of the head of 
the cult. 


In the “Watchtower Bible and 
Tract Society,” page 3, we read: 
“People who are not informed 
speak of the company of Jeho- 
vah’s Witnesses in such terms as 
these: ‘A religious sect or cult’; 
‘another religious body.’ In this 
they are all wrong. They are not 
religionists.” In fact the Wit- 
nesses speak of religion as the 
“bondage to the worship of dem- 


ons”; that “Satan, the devil 
started it (religion) in Eden.” We 
further read: “Politicians | still 


clamor for ‘more religion.’ Never- 
theless, the day will soon come 
that calls not for less religion but 
for no religion.” + 


In “Theocratic Aid to Kingdom 
Publishers,” page 356, we read: 
“Religionists tolerant of religion 
say all the different sects and cults 
are traveling different roads but 
are going to the same place. This 
is true, but the destination is not 
heaven, as they claim .. . Religion 
is the broad way to destruction.” 


In the same book we are told 
that the Christian Church was not 
founded by Christ, but by Satan, 
who made use of Constantine to 
start this Church of demon-wor- 
ship three centuries after the death 
of our Savior (page 359).

WE recall very distinctly that 
when the Spanish American 


in the spring of 
1898, the American were dis- 
turbed when eard that the 
overnment was floating a loan for 
0,000,000.00 to prosecute that 
war. At that time our. national 
debt was less than $1,000,000,000.00 
com ed to nearly $260,000,000,- 
000.00 today. There was then no 
income tax, the government pro- 
curing most of its revenue from 
duties on foreign trade, and from 
excise taxes on tobacco, liquor, ete. 
ever here. <A_ $10,000,000,000.00 
expenditure today disturbs the 
country less than $50,000,000.00 did 
fifty years ago. 


You will probably grasp the 
enormity of our expenditures today 
if you are reminded that the $42,- 
000,000.00 a year collected by 
taxation represents $115,080,000.00 
every day, and $4,790,000.00 every 
hour of the day and night. This 
means that the government could 
create one hundred millionaires 
every day. Not long ago we were 
wont to talk about the “big 400.” 
The amount of money now expend- 
ed by the government in one day 
could create that many in four 
days. 

Bringing it down to smaller units 
our nation is spending $79,900.00 
every minute, which means that it 
could supply comfortable homes to 
ten persons every minute, and there 
are 1440 minutes in the day, which 
means that it could supply in one 
day homes worth $8,000.00 to 14,- 
400 American families. 


You know how quickly the sec- 
onds clickoff, yet we spend $1,332.00 
every s or an amount reprc- 
senting a full year’s income for 
a great number of people. In one 
minute it spends more than a per- 
son earning seventy-six cents an 
hour realizes a period of 
fifty years. The terest which 
ncle Sam must pay to holders of 
Defense Bonds runs to $13,700,- 
000.00 a day. 


The amount which will be spent 
this year by the government equals, 
the sum total] of our national in- 
come during 1933. The American 
— can contribute this amount 
uring an era of such prosperity 
as we have enjoyed during the past 
few years, but our nation, just like 
yourself, would go bankrupt if, 
through reduced employment and 
reduced income, people could not 
contribute what they are expected 
to contribute in taxes today. 


By making these observations we 
do not mean to criticize the govern- 
ment for getting all that it can 
while the getting is good, especial- 
ly since the European Recover 
Program seems to be necessary i 
we would save the western coun- 
tries of Europe from Russian im- 
perialism. 


It is regrettable that we did not 
understand Russia better three and 
four and five years ago.

Infinitely Good 


Since the philoscpher contends 
that God must be infinitely good, 
theology points out to it that He 
did not overdo His goodness 
when He created immortal hu- 
man beings, such as angels and 
men, capable of living forevet. 
And since goodness diffuses it- 
self, infinite goodness would 
certainly destine an immortal 
being to live in glory and happi- 
ness eternal. If God’s love be 
infinite it could not have gone 
too far when it led Him to “give 
His only Begotten Son for the 
life of the world.” If His mercy 
be infinite, then it did not go too 
far when it induced Him to come 
to the rescue of men in trouble, 
even though it meant the as- 
sumption of the nature of man, 
and the redemption of mankind 
through death on the cross. 


These doctrines seem to be too 
extravagant to be true, just as 
the teachings of astronomy about 
the size and number and the dis- 
tance from the earth and from 
one another of the Heavenly 
bodies. Just as there is no limit 
to infinite power, «there is no 
limit to infinite goodness and 
mercy and love. The same kind 
of corollaries or deductions sug- 
gest themselves about other at- 
tributes of God, such as His jus- 
tice,

If God be infinitely just, then 
there must be a purgatory and a 
hell as well as a heaven. Just 
as God is all greatness and 
power, so is He all goodness. [f 
He be just He must punish the 
sinner as well as reward the 


alike, He would not be just, but 
would He not be punishing all 
sinners alike if there were no 
place of punishment in the 
other world except hell? 


Human justice should refiect 
divine justice, but human justice 
has a jail for the punishment of 
lesser crimes and a penitentiary 
for the punishment of heinous 
crimes.

Twenty-seven Young Missioners Explain Their Choice Of A Vocation 
RAYMOND M. BOYLE 


ACCORDING to a certain Minne- 
sota farm boy, the distance be. 


“Ten years ago I looked forward 
to a summer on the Mississippi for 
swimming and fishing,” he ex- 
plained. ‘Now I’m _looking for- 
ward to the Sikiang as a means of 
travel between inese mission 
stations.” 

The Minnesota farm boy is one of 
27 young men ordained priests of 
the Catholic Foreign Mission So- 
ciety more commonly known as 


Maryknoll, on Saturday, June 11. 
Later in the summer he will leave 
the country for his assigned mis- 
sion post in South China. 


Born in a small Minnesota town 
only a half-mile from the Mississip- 
pl, it is natural for this young man 
to think of his new life in connec. 
tion with river travel, The Missis- 
sippi provided welcome relaxation 
in the form of boating, swimming, 
fishing and skating after the farm 
chores were finished. 


As long ago as grammar school 
he took an interest in mission work. 
“Catholic publications, prayers and 
penny collections for the care of 


pagan children started me dream- 
ing of becoming a missioner,” he 
said when asked what influenced 
him to enter Maryknoll. “A movie 
shown by a White Father of his 
society’s work in Central Africa 
strengthened the desire, In college 
a classmate was interested in join- 
ing Maryknoll. I caught the idea 
too. I came, while my classmate 
took up engineering or something.”

In 1898 he was ordained a priest 
and was almost at once summoned 
to the Vatican.

As a result of his keen 
interest in his studies, he became 


ter of fact, Pope Pius is the first | P 
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‘one of the foremost authorities on 
canon law. In 1914 he helped draw 
up Pope Benedict’s peace prin- 
eiples and after being consecrat- 
ed an Archbishop, was sent to 
Berlin to present the plan to the 
Kaiser. Thus the die was cast 
which made Archbishop Pacelli a 
champion of peace. But the Kaiser 
was unwilling to listen to reason 
and the Archbishop had to sit help- 
lessly by while the German Em- 
peror waged his ruthless war. 


After the war in 1919, the Arch- 
bishop was still in Berlin. [t was 
then that one of the most harrow- 
ing experiences of his career took 

lace. An angry mob of Bolshev- 
ist armed looters broke into his 
palace, bent on murder and rob- 
bery. The Archbishop received 
them in his pontifical robes. They 
leveled guns at his breast and 
shouted deadly threats. The Arch- 
bishop was calm and with _per- 
fect equanimity and _ confidence 
kindly and lucidly analyzed their 
roblems. One by one the threaten- 
ing weapons fell to the floor and 
each man in turn did an about 
face and silently left the room. 


Archbishop Pacelli was appoint- 
ed Cardinal and Papal secretary 
of state. In this office the holder 
is expected to “know everything, 
understand everything, and say

but it is not necessary for inspir- 


ation. fy argc is not only un- 
necessary but could even be a 
handicap. To convert a man to 


‘the Communist party, one needs 
to be a proselyter, i.e., he must 
work from the outside of the mind 
by Bsa agro to convert a man 
to God, one needs to be an Apostle, 
i.e., he must work inside the man 
by the power of Truth. 

When one man tries to win an- 
other to a certain ideology or par- 
ty he never has the grace of God 
working with him. But whenever 
an Apostle tries to bring a man to 
Christ, God is illumining that mind 
while the Apostle is working.

One of the most renowned med- 
eal scientists to come out of his 
native France, noted for its many 
gientists and other men of let- 
ters, Rene Laennac set to work to 
produce the gadget which finally 
emerged as the stethoscope be- 
cause of his desire to save a young 
woman’s modesty from the shock 
of having him listen directly to her 
chest. The young woman had come 
to Dr. Laennac’s laboratory for an 
examination because he was rec- 

ized as one of the leading stu- 
dents of the heart and its ailments. 
Possessed of an innate modesty, 
the young woman could not even 
bring herself to permit the physic- 
ian to lend a professionally attent- 
ive ear to her chest. to make the 


customary “examination-by-ear.” _ 


The sympathetic Laennac dismis- 
sed the young woman with a re- 
quest that she come back at a des- 
ignated time for another exam- 
ination. Laennac secreted himself 
in his laboratory and set to work 
to discover some means through 
which the beat of the heart could 
be observed at a “modest distance.” 
He found that the cardiac sounds 
could be amplified a hundredfold 
if -he listened to the pumping ap- 
paratus through a cylinder of 
paper. The modern stethoscope 
which is a basic part of “the little 
black bag” of every physician, 
whether he be a small-town med- 


rofession makes no bones about 
heophile Hyacinthe Laenhac, the 


ico or a Park Avenue “specialist,” 
consists of two earpieces connected 
by rubber tubing to a bell or dia- 
puree. The latter is held over the 

eart in order to enable the phy- 
sician to listen to the sounds com- 
ing from the organ. In this man- 
ner the physician‘is able to deter- 
mine if the beat is strong or weak. 
In addition, if “leakage” exists, the 
normal tones are replaced by a 
swishing sound known as a “mur- 
mur. | 


The great servant of mankind 
who was responsible for this scien- 
tific achievement was born at Quim- 
per in Brittany, France, on Feb- 
ruary 17, 1781. He was the son of 
a lawyer with literary instincts who 
wrote poems of exceptional qual- 
ity. ‘His mother died when he was 
six and the boy went to live with 
his grand-uncle, the Abbe Laennac. 
At. the age of twelve he showed a 
keen interest in the study of med- 
icine and since it was time for 
him to be thinking of a career, he 
went to Nantes where his uncle, 
Dr. Laennac, was a professor of 
medicine at the university. Laen- 
nac was a brilliant student, was 
extremely successful in learning 
English and German and began his 
medical studies under his uncle’s 
tutelage. 


In 1800, when he was nineteen 
years old, young Laennac went to 
Paris and within a year had won 
first prizes in both surgery and 
medicine at the medical school of 


the university. He became a pupil 
of Corvisart, Napoleon’s physician, 
who had restored interest in the 
neglected method of diagnosing by 
percussion of the chest. Laennac 
fell in readily with this line of 
research and perfected his own 
method of listening to the sounds 
produced within the chest. After 
twelve years of painstaking re- 
search and study the young scient- 
ist-doctor had laid the foundation 
of the modern knowledge of chest 
ailments. This also led to his per- 
fection of the stethoscope for the 
reason already cited. 


One of the great medical auth- 
orities of that era, Roger, declared 
that Laennac’s ear opened to man 
a new world in medical science. At 
the close of the nineteenth century, 
Prof. Benjamin Ward Richardson, 
an authority of that era, declared: 
“. +. the true student of medicine 
reads Laennac’s treatise on the use 
of the stethoscope once in two 
years as long as he is in practice.” 
A half-century later, Laennac and 
his contribution to the science of 
medicine are still regarded with 
professional respect by the mem- 
bers of a profession which has 
seen many new discoveries and 
theories come into being. Laennac’s 
own book on the subject of aus- 
cultation, or the use of the stetho- 
scope, was published in 1819 and it 
is still a valuable work of reference 
in every medical school worthy of 
the name. 


Laennac was noted for his kind- 
ness and he was almost revered 
by his colleagues and his students. 
His solicitude for the poor became 
almost legendary. 


It is Ro empty phrase to refer 
to Rene Laennac as a “devout Cath- 
olic,” as is so often done in the 
case of men of scientific achieve- 
ment who too frequently are Cath- 
olics in name only. Dr. Laennac 
was a great patron of the Rosary, 
a frequent communicant and a 
credit to his faith. An authentic- 
ated story that is typical of his 
Catholicity is told concerning a 
trip he was making from Nantes to 
Paris with his wife. A sudden 
fright caused one of his horses to 
bolt and Laennae was thrown from 
the carriage, as was his wife. After 


the vehicle had been righted, the 
animals subdued and they had re- 
sumed their journey, he turned to 
his wife and said, in a matter-of- 
fact tone: 


“We were at the third decade, 
let us continue!” And from there 
0s finished their recital of the 

ads. 


The medical lecturer, Dr. Austin 
Flint, in his lecture on Dr. Laen- 
nac, made this significant observa- 


ion: 

“The life of Laennac affords a 
striking instance among others 
which disproves the vulgar error 
that the pursuit of science is un- 
favorable to religous faith.” 

Besides his invention of the 
stethoscope and his valuable stud- 
ies and research in the field of 
chest diseases, Rene Laennac made 
very helpful studies in pathology, 
especially on diseases of the liver. 
He gave us the term, “cirrhosis 


of the liver” and in medical par- 
lance alcoholic cirrhosis is often 
spoker of as “Laennac’s cirrhosis” 
because of his studies in connect- 
ion with it. 


Laennac was conducting some 
studies of tuberculosis at a time 
when its contagion was not even 
suspected and he contracted the 
disease. It proved fatal to him on 
August 13, 1826, in his forty-fifth 
year and at the peak of his car- 
eer. A benefactor of mankind and 
a credit to his faith, he has taken 
his place in history with Roger 
Bacon, the Franciscan “Father of 
Experimental Science”; Louis Bra- 
ille, inventor of the Braille system 
for helping blind persons to read; 
Giovanni Battista Morgagni, found- 
er of modern pathology; Louis Pas- 
teur, “Father of bacteriology” and 
many others of the faith who have 
been Catholics first and men of 
scientific achievement as well.

ies, the Tokyo Mainichi, carried an 
editorial warning that artificial 
birth control was the only means 
of avoiding over-population, and 
suggesting birth control informa- 
tion be given every Japanese 
family. : 
On February 8, an inspired ar- 
ticle in the Nippon Times repri- 
manded the Government for not yet 
having formulated a population 
program and urged it to use the 
resence in Japan of Dr. Warren 
. Thompson to get competent ad- 
vice in doing so. On March 6, the 
same paper belatedly published ex- 
cerpts from an address Dr. 
Thompson had made at a meeting 
in 1948. On March 1, 1949, Reuter 
reported in British Commonwealth 
of Nations that “as a first step in 
the formation of a national popu- 
lation policy the Japanese Gov- 
ernment yesterday decided to per- 
mit the free sale of contraceptives 
in Japan, beginning on April 1.” 

The news item also appeared in 
the vernacular press and Dr. 
Thompson’s name was again men- 
tioned in connection with it. Four 
days later Reuter reported that an 
extensive education program, 
backed by publicity, was to be 
launched by the Japanese Govern- 
ment in an effort to bring down 
Japan’s rate of population growth, 
and that consultation bureaus were 
to be established throughout the 
country to teach the Japanese the 
use of birth control methods. 

The Kyuschu Times of March 6, 
argued in an editorial that birth 
control was the only reasonable 
means of solving the problems of 
over-population. It ruled out indus- 
trialization and emigration because 
of Japan’s unconditional surrender 
and made a strong demand that the 
Government provide legislation, 
protection and guidance. Further 
examples of this indoctrination or 
conditioning of the Japanese peo- 
ple through the press could easily 
be added. 

The whole scheme was alto- 
gether too obvious to escape the 
notice of any intelligent observer 
of the Japanese scene. A mission- 
ary comments: “Anyone familiar 
with the customary tone of Japan- 
ese newspapers cannot but con- 
clude that everyone of these ar- 
ticles has been inspired, if not 
written, by non-Japanese. It is evi- 
dent that this whole press cam- 
paign supported by timely radio 
talks and news stories is part of a 
well-organized plot to bring about 
a population policy through arti- 
ficial birth control on Japanese ini- 
tiative, but actually inspired and 
instigated, if not dictated, by per- 
sons speaking in the name of sci- 
ence and democracy as official rep- 
resentatives and with the sanction 
of the allied occupational authori- 
ties.”

25 Years Ago—And Now 


How utterly different was the 
outcome of the first American cru- 
saders attempt—over a quarter of 
a century ago—to indoctrinate the 
people of Japan with the teachings 
of birth control. The year was 
1921. The crusader was the notor- 
ious Margaret Sanger, so notor- 
ious, indeed, that the Japanese offi- 
cials of the time were well aware 
what she stood for and consis- 
tently put insurmountable barriers 
in her way when she sought to de- 
liver a series of birth control lec- 
turs in their country. She tells 
the story herself in her autobiog- 
raphy. 
But that was in 1921. How dif- 
ferently things are working out 
for Japan in 1949, we have seen. 
That a population can be cut 
down by the means advocated in 
Japan today there can be no rea- 
sonable doubt. All of these strike 
at the child. They prevent his con- 
ception by artificial means. They 
maim the human body through 
sterilization, thereby incapacitat- 
ing it for generation. They kill be- 
fore they are born, the children 
who survive the efforts of the con- 
traceptionists and sterilizers. 


Look To The Future 


We need but look to our own 
Western World for proof of the 
truly destructive efficacy of these 
means. Poor broken France is a 
good example of what can happen, 
even in a very short time. For 
several decades her responsible 
leaders had warned that her grow- 
ing childlessness was a threat to 
her continued existence as one of 
the Great Powers. More recently 
the same warning has been coming 
repeatedly from the leaders of 
Great Britain. And many wun- 
doubtedly recall the headlines in 
the press when, shortly after the 
close of the recent war, Margaret 
Sanger invaded England and called 


“moratorium on babies.” “British 
Editorial Screams No at Mrs. 
Sanger’s Baby Ban”; “British 


Scoff at Sanger Plan of Empty 
Cradles”; “Babies Here to Stay, 
Say Britons. Urge Mrs. Sanger 
Go Back to U.8.” Those are sam- 
ples. They suggest the English 
now realize that the ammunition 
used by her, and by their own 
Marie Stopes is pretty effective 
stuff. Let’s hope they are not 
learning it too late. And let’s hope 
the same for the peoples of the 
Western World who have initiated 
their example. 

Meanwhile, by way of contrast, 
Russia is feverishly working in the 
opposite direction, She has what 
is in all probability the most ambi- 
tious and elaborate program of 
population expansion the world has 
ever known. Not only is she grow- 
ing rapidly at home but her ten- 
tacles are also reaching far west- 
ward into populous Europe and far 
southward into even more populous 
territory lying in the direction of 
Japan. is population contrast 
between East and West might well 
give one pause.

The Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor, which American history 
books will show took place Dec. 7, 
1941, occurred on December 8, the 
Feast of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion, according to Korean time, be- 
cause that country lies on the other 
side of the International! Date Line. 
The Pearl Harbor attack set off a 
long chain of events that resulted 
in the independence of Korea, a 
land dedicated to the Immaculate 
Conception. 


The Japanese surrendered on 
August 15, 1945, the Feast of the 
Assumption of the Blessed Virgin. 
The American forces entered Korea 
and liberated the country from Jap- 
anese control on September 8, 1945, 
the Feast of the Nativity of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary. The new 
Korean Government was inaugu- 
rated on August 15, 1948, again 
the Feast of the Assumption. The 
United Nations voted on December 
8, 1948, the Feast of the Immacu- 
late Conception, to recognize the 
Korean Government. Dr. Chang 

resented his credentials as first 

rean Ambassador to the United 
States on March 25, 1949, the Feast 
of the Annunciation of the Blessed 
Virgin. | 

Dr. Chang was the first and only 
Catholic elected to the Korean leg- 
islature when his country held its 
initial elections.

HE parish is the center and powerhouse of all Catholic 


activity. Any effort which i 


s not grooved into the center of 


parish activity is bound to be tangential and of little ef- 


fectiveness. 


“Until each parish realizes” points out Father 


J. S. Durick, “that it is a little unit, that it is a small cell in 
the Mystical body that must grow and reproduce, drawing 


all within its bounds to a know-‘ 
ledge of Christ’s Church, the con- 
version of non-Catholics will to 
that extent have failed.” We need 
to hold the ideal of winning souls 
before the eves of every parish and 
to make achievement of that ideal 
central in the planning and organ- 
ization of all its activities.
